T WO women from Crewkerne will be putting 
their best feet forward on a very personal spon¬ 
sored walk this month. 

Caroline Woodhead and Kate Tryhorn will be walk¬ 
ing a section of the South West Coastal Path on Sat¬ 
urday, Octpober 23rd and seeing how far they can get 
in 12 hours. 

Walking for a friend with 
severe brain damage 

Neither are seasoned hikers and will be starting at 
7am in Charmouth, heading east and taking in the 
highest point on the Dorset coastline, Golden Cap, 
and finishing at 7pm,wherever they have got to by 
then (allowing for Mars bar breaks). 

Kate wants to raise as much as she can to help Mark 
King, a friend who became a victim of bacterial 
meningitis which resulted in severe brain damage. 

He lives at Glenside Manor, a rehabilitation hospital 
near Salisbury where funding for crucial equipment 
has been cut. Any money she can raise will be used 
to purchase a specially adapted hydro flex rehabilita¬ 
tion chair which will make him more comfortable on 
a daily basis and aid his progress. 

She was inspired after Mark’s brother cycled 100 
miles but did not quite manage to raise enough and 
thought she should do something to help. 

Not wanting to go alone, Kate asked her friend Car¬ 
oline to join in the walk. She was happy to to do so 


and will be raising money for the Cots for Tots appeal 
at the hospital that helped her when her son was born. 

Aiden was only 21b 6oz when he arrived and thanks 
to the hard work of the staff at St Michael’s Hospital 
in Bristol, he is now a happy eight-year-old. 

The neonatal care unit cares for 6,000 babies a year 
from all over the south west of England and they 
launched their Wallace and Gromit’s Grand Appeal 
Cots for Tots to raise £1 million to buy four life-saving 
cots, a new intensive care suite and a family accom¬ 
modation suite. 


The coastal walk will be a warm up as she is plan¬ 
ning to enter the London Marathon next April. 

The pair have created a Facebook page and have al¬ 
ready been pledged donations, for which they are 
grateful, and will post their progress on the day via 
their mobile phones.

TWO 12-year-old girls from Stocklinch 
raised £433.80 for Leukaemia and Lym¬ 
phoma Research by organising a massive 
coffee morning in memory of a family 
friend. 

Sophie Hill and Olivia Calderon knew 
their friend’s father, local dentist Richard 
Faulkingham, had died two years previ¬ 
ously from the disease. They went online 
and contacted the Leukaemia and Lym¬ 
phoma Research charity who sent them a 
fundraising pack. 

The girls made posters and leaflets 
which they delivered door to door 
throughout the surrounding villages and 
asked for donations for a raffle. Waitrose 
donated ingredients for the cakes they 
made and other villagers also donated 
cakes. Local artist Rosanna Chittenden 
donated a painting and Barrington Pottery 
donated a piece of work. Even people who 
couldn’t attend on the day donated money. 


The event ran from 11am to 1pm, at¬ 
tracting over 100 people to the village hall 
where they had to put chairs outside. 

National vice chairman of the charity, 
Richard Delderfield, who met the girls last 
month to accept the cheque, was ex¬ 
tremely impressed by their efforts. 

He said: “This is an incredible amount 
of money, when you consider it can take 
us two hours to raise £40. People of all 
ages think someone else will do it and you 
got on and did it. Well done!” 

The girls said they had enjoyed it al¬ 
though it had been a bit scary not knowing 
how many people would turn up. They are 
already talking about Christmas fundrais¬ 
ing. 

Sophie’s mother said the parents were so 
impressed with the fact that the girls did 
everything, from pricing the menu to mak¬ 
ing the food.

Fancy a different way to walk? 


ANYBODY looking to im¬ 
prove their fitness without 
running or gym work might 
consider Nordic walking, a 
leisure activity course 
being run by Somerset 
Skills and Learning. 

The group meets at the 
Henhayes recreation field 
on Wednesday evenings 
from 6pm, walking around 
the field for an hour. 

Walking with two light¬ 
weight carbon fibre poles, 
similar to ski poles, that 
make you move your upper 
body as you walk this low 
impact form of exercise ac¬ 
tually uses 90 per cent of 
your muscles. 

It means you burn 45 per¬ 
cent more energy than in 
normal walking and have a 
higher heart rate, improv¬ 
ing your breathing and 
breaking down stress hor¬ 
mones. 

Tutor Deborah Welch 
said the latest research 
showed the skeleton is ac¬ 
tually lifted from the lower 
body, working the upper 
body and improving circu¬ 
lation, even in those with 
circulatory problems. 

The use of the poles im¬ 
proves shoulder and chest 
mobility which is particu¬ 
larly beneficial in post 
breast cancer surgery. They 
also protect the ankle and 
knee joints which causes a 
30 per cent lower impact 
compared to running or 

jogging. 


Ms Welch said she had 
taken a group of women in 
their 70s up Herne Hill in 
Ilminster, which was very 
steep, and the technique of 
double poling took all the 
strain out of both the climb 
and the descent. 

There is a social aspect of 
the pastime as it appeals to 
men and women of all ages 
and walking in a green 
space means stress levels 
are much reduced, along 
with improved posture, 
balance and stride. 

Crewkerne resident Ana 


Collingridge underwent 
major spinal surgery at the 
end of 2009. Previously a 
brisk walker, she had been 
looking for a way to im¬ 
prove her recovery and fit¬ 
ness. Although still 
needing a stick and walk¬ 
ing poorly on a daily basis, 
she said the Nordic walk¬ 
ing made her feel brilliant 
and with the two sticks she 
walked much better and 
felt safe.

Marjorie's treasured memories 

O NE thing we all have in common are memories connected with keepsakes or photo¬ 
graphs and, for Marjorie Fowler, one of her most precious keepsakes is actually a book 
of memories. 

She was delighted to have the opportunity to create the book with the help of South Somerset 
District Council when a representative approached the 60s Club in Winsham where she 
has lived all her life. 

The bound copy of her own memories was the result of 
the South Somerset Reminiscence Project in 1993 and 
she also took part in a group book called Telling Memo¬ 
ries. 

One of her favourite photographs in the book was her 
wedding day when her father told her not to hold her bou¬ 
quet of Arum Lillies like a bunch of nettles. 

Although she worked hard as a young woman, she 
remembers childhood as “good times for nothing”. 

They lived in a cottage built for workers on the 
Cricket St Thomas estate where her father Albert 
Good had been a gardener. 

There was no electricity, or flush toilet, only a 
bucket outside and water was from an outside tap. 

Another of her favourite things is a large group pho¬ 
tos of the staff at Cricket St Thomas taken in 1927, 
when she was only two years old. 

Marjorie went to Chard School until she was 14 then 
she went into service where she learned a variety of 
tasks including how to skins six rabbits every week. 

She said: “I loved the taste of a harvest rabbit but 
never cared for hare and I wouldn’t eat pheasant that 
was hung. I don’t know why they wanted to do that, I 
would only ever eat them fresh. Because we used to 
get the vegetables they had at the big house, some¬ 
times we had things I had never seen like asparagus, 
I thought it was bluebell buds. 

“When I was 171 tried to join the Wrens but I was 
too young and my parents wouldn’t sign the papers so 
I went to work at the saw mills. My mother said I 
should go to a factory but I couldn’t bear the thought 
of being shut up. It was a bit of a shock going from a 
white apron to overalls. Afterwards I always said I 
would never wear dungarees again. 

“We made food boxes and ammunition boxes for the 
troops and we always knew when there had been a 
bad raid because there would be a big order for coffin 
boards. 

“It was heavy work, we had to hit the wood apart in 
the winter as it would freeze together. We used to 
write our names on the boxes and hoped someone 
would reply but they never did.” 

Marjorie met her husband Cliff at the saw mills. He 
had been a prisoner of war, taken at Dunkirk. When 
they married she was happy to be given a galvanised 
bucket for fetching water from across the road and 
two Pyrex dishes which she still uses as well as an 
ironing board, rolling pin and pastry board made by a 
carpenter at the mill when she left. 

As a village family they were very close and Mar¬ 
jorie also treasures things that belonged to her rela¬ 
tives, like a black swan vase won by her aunt Edna at 
Crewkerne fair and the brass candlesticks and ciga¬ 
rette box that her uncle had brought back from India. 

With a husband who had been a POW, Marjorie 
knew the importance of the organisations who helped 
the returning troops. 

She became an active member of the Women’s In¬ 
stitute and when there were no more men in the local 
branch of the Royal British Legion, she and other 
ladies of the village kept it up. Marjorie finds it very 
sad that younger people are not joining such organi¬ 
sations.

YOU may experience a strange sensation when you 
watch Preston Reed live for the first time. It starts 
with a sharp intake of breath. Seconds later, your jaw 
swings on its hinges, your eyes become dinner 
plates and your brain fizzes as it computes the mu¬ 
sical madness being relayed by your ears. You feel 
light-headed, because you haven't breathed for two 
minutes. Don't be alarmed. These are all perfectly 
normal reactions to witnessing the guitar visionary 
of the 21st century. 

Preston Reed is a one-man revolution.The 53-year- 
old New Yorker tweaks the nose of musical conven¬ 
tion, pokes the eye of accepted wisdom, and burns 
the rulebook of the past. His unique style is impossi¬ 
ble, unfathomable, unthinkable, as with blurred 
hands he taps, tickles, slaps and soothes his instru¬ 
ment, fusing polyrhythmic percussion with emotive 
melody to create a sonic landscape. Each piece is a 
symphonic tidal wave, yet Reed only needs one 
acoustic and ten fingers to send it crashing onto au¬ 
diences across the planet. 

Starting with 1979's Acoustic Guitar, a volley of 
thrilling albums spread Reed's reputation, and by 
1988 he had signed a major deal with MCA with the 
help of his friend, country singer Lyle Lovett. But be¬ 
hind closed doors, the guitarist was frustrated. 
Though spellbinding by any standards, his playing 
had reached a plateau; his muse held in a strangle¬ 
hold by the physical limitations of the instrument. 
Then the thunderbolt struck. Reed wiped his tech¬ 
nique clean, stepped into the void and made his first 
attempt at the two-handed fretboard attack that 
would change his trajectory forever. Creatively and 
commercially, things would never be the same 
again. 

But Preston Reed doesn't deal in nostalgia. Twenty 
years after he changed the face of the acoustic gui¬ 
tar, this trailblazer still tours and records with a pas¬ 
sion that flows into the hearts, heads and feet of his 
audiences, and continues to push his musicianship 
to a place where other guitarists fear to tread. No¬ 
body knows where Preston Reed's journey will take 
him next - not even the man himself. The one thing 
we know for sure is that it'll be one hell of a ride.

TOYOTA will return to the mini-MPV (B-MPV) market in 
2011 with the new Verso-S, its first contender in a seg¬ 
ment it created itself in 1999 with the launch of Yaris 
Verso. 

Verso-S will compete in part of the European new car 
market that has almost tripled in size since 2002, thanks 
to more motorists downsizing and seeking small cars 
with high levels of interior flexibility.
